“THE UNITED STATES AND. RUSSIA. 


“Iti is moat significant tbat tke only reference to Russi i in 1 President Arthurs 
Message to Congress was an allusion in firm language to her treatment of the 
| Jews. The President said, “It was most desirable to strengthon the cordial 

relations existing w ith Rassia, assuring protection for peaceable American 
visitors to that country, and especially for Israelites, whose treatment had 
evoked energetic remonstrances from the United States Government.” It is we 
known that Russia is particularly desirous of maintaining friendly relations with 
the United States. The significant words of the President, therefore, cannot by 
without an inflaence favourable to the Jews. In this instance, as well as ip 
affording an asylum for the numerous Jewish refugees fleeing from Russian 


oppression, we cannot but gratefully the of the Jews 


to America... 


THE RUSSO-JEWISH EMIGRATION FUND-—A SUGGESTION, 
In almost all the synagogues in Italy, and, we believe, in many Jewish 
places of worship in other parts of Europe, until, say, within the last half century 
every person called up to the reading of the Law, in addition to the uscal 
—j7sw > for himself and family, made an additional one, with a voluntary 
offering, toa fund called (“ransom of slaves ”’). Biracy being formerly 
rampant in the Msditeceateae: it was considered a pious act that all Jews should 
assist in ransoming their brethren that were sold into captivity. This system 
might be resuscitated for the benefit of the Rasso-Jewish Emigration Fund, No 
doubt, munificent donations will be forthcoming to relieve our Russian coreli- 
gioniats, but it is the masses we have to reach rather than the “ noble band of 
martyrs” whose names might be stereotyped in our charity liste. There are 
between seventy and eighty Jewish places of worship in Great Britain ; con- 
sidering that at least seven persons are weekly summoned to the reading of the 
Law, by adopting the ancient method of raising funds we should realize in 
Great Britain alone a contiuuous flow of over five hundred donations every week, 
If we take into account that there are joyous events occurring from time to time 
in every circle, and that persons are at such times predisposed to give generously 
on the Almemar, by this means the Russian Emigration Fand would be con- 
tinually benefitted. The synagogues that bave abolisled ‘‘ vcluntary offerings” 


are high-minded enovgh to provide for their communal wants without the 


amongst their members. Webave reason to know that the Delegate Chief Rabbi, 
Dr. Hermann Adler, is not indisposed to help in this matter, and his influence 

and example would certainly go far to induce the various ministers and wardens 

of congregations abroad to adopt a similar course, This would not interfere 
with the spontaneous flow of larger donations, any more than a collection at a 
public dinner interferes with regular subscriptions to a charity ; on the contrary, 

it directly stimulates their increase. This course of action would also cause many 
to contribute to the Russo-Jewish Relief Fund who might not be reached by 

other means. 


ANTI-SEMITIC “FACTS.” 
The anti-Semites have for some time felt a difficulty. in their want r 
materials for their onslaughts against the Jews. True, they have sufficient store. 
of ill-will to render their pamphlets full of bitter expressions. Taking advan- 
tage of the useful principle that it is difficult to prove a negative, they have 
ventured on all sorts of accusations against the Jews founded solely on their 
own evil imaginations. “ The Jews are all usurers,” “the Jews are all irreli- 
gious,” ‘the Jews are all fanatics "—these are the sort of allegations that até 
scattered in reckless profusion through the wearisome pages: of the anti- -Semites. 
- But it was clear even to such reasoners that assertion could not be regarded as 
proof even by their prejudiced readers. They have been in want of facts to

- Volkskunde der Jaden” (Oa the Ethnology of the Jews). The author, Herr & 
- Andree, a statistician of some note, has collected a large number of statements 
about the Jews, some useful, oilers trivial, some true, many false, and all placed

These are a few examples of the “ facts” collected by Herr Andree. We may 
refer in conclusion to an amusing misrepresentation in which we ourselves are 
concerned. In proof of his statement that Ashkenasim and Sephardim are always 
opposed to one another he qnotes the Jewish Chronicle of 1878 for a contest 
between the two, giving extracts from a letter in which a member of our com- 
munity attempted some well-meant “ chaff’’ atthe pretensions of the Sephardim 
and signed himeelf ‘ Moses Rodriques del Fuego Levy Pinto”—a signature 
itself sufficient to inform anyone of the bantering nature of the letter. The joke 
did its work remarkably well at the time, andits authorship was due to Mr. Nathan 
8. Joseph, an Ashkenaz of Ashkenazim, who has given ng permission to mention 
his name. Herr Andree refers to the letter as emanating from a “ Portaguese ”’

EAST END TAILORESSES. 


We report elsewhere a meeting of the members and friends of the East End 
Tailoresses’ Union, a society uot at present very large, but composed to a certain 


extent of Jewish tailoresses. The condition of these humble workers of the ~ 


community is worthy of consideration, and the intentions of those philanthro- 
pists who would help them to help themeelves are to be commended. Mr. D. F, 
Schloss, at the meeting which we report, jastly dwelt upon the irregulor inter- 
vals at which work comes in ia this trade, the long hours ard the low wages, 


~The organisation of women into benefit societies is a new movement in this 


particular form, The women's mutual societies of the middle ages took the 
form of béguinages and nunneries, and so became more permanent than are 


modern women’s societies from which a member is liable to be withdrawn 


by the more pressing claims of marrage and motherhood. This is 
one of the difficulties with which the organisation of the new societies, 
directed by the Women's Protective and Provident League, have to contend, 
and it. is said to affect specially the East London Tailoresses’ Union. It is 
natural that a woman should be unwilling to subscribe to a benefit society 
when she has the hope of not long remaining ia the trade to which the 
society belongs. At ths same time the tailoresses cannot all marry men able to 


maintain them without need of work on the woman’s part outside the household — 


duties. Their weekly pence might be well devoted to an investment for the 
future, assuming that proper rules are made by the society enabling the 
members to realize the advantages for which they have subscribed upon 


their retiring from the trade with which the society is connected.

I have now been unioterruptedly connected with the Board for nearly a 
quarter of a century ; during the whole of that period my colleagues and | bave 
continuously striven to make the Board of Guardiang a National ‘Institution, 


resting for support on the entire community, in the face of which our work is 


publicly carried on, our fanctions being administered by various Committees 
independent of each other in their organization, and yet working together by ties 
of concert and mutual co-operation. As our subscription lists will abundantly 
testify, the members of the Board, and their friends to whom we are now bidden 
to appeal, have not been backward in supportiug with their own means the work 
which they administer. But, surely, our duty is not to stop at that point. If the 
Board of Guardians be a Jewish National [ustitution, it is worthy of Jewieh 
National support, and there can be, or there should be, nothing invidious in our

It cannot be desirable for an insti- 
tution, which is admittedly necessary, to be mainly dependent on the result of

‘the formation of the Black List has provoked. I remarked also’ letters from 
‘Mr. Stoart M. Samuel and: Mr. Maurice H. Levirton, in which an opposite view is 
expressed,and my short letter becomes the theme of long and solemn objurgations. 


Mr. Samuel objects to my anonymity, just as Mr. Angel, in the letter printed 


above objects, with much picturesque detail, to that of another correspondent 
of yours. Mr Angel defending the Jews’ Free School, which needs no defence, 
says he bares his breast by giving his name, and that your anonymous corres- 
pondent wears a coat of mail ; the facts seem to me the other way. Mr. Angel 
is triply armed by the justice of bis quarrel and by the authority of his name. 
The anonymous writer prevails, if he does prevail, simply by the weight of the 
considerations he is able to adduce. . The able controversialists who address you 
over their own signatures often make a point of their superiority to less dis- 
tinguished scribes who do not sign their names; but the latter rely for effect 
upon the force of argument alone. Conscious that I possess no authority to 
which your readers should bow, I seek to persnade them by reason. 

I appeal to the Board of Guardians upon facts which are not denied, I 
beg it to have some little regard to the interests of other Jewish institutions and 
the feelings of their sapporters. Mr. Samuel informs you that the list was marked 
*‘ private aad confidential,” aod Mr. Levirton says “ there has been an unwarrant 
able breach of confidence by the person who wrote you the Jetter.”’ I have 
never seen the list, I did not know how it was marked, but the statement was 
publicly made in your columns that it was about to be issued, and it was stated 
again last week in the same columns that it had been issued.

It is certain that 
the list has been seea by a great many persons and that the Board of 
Guardians has scattered circulars about, suggesting that application should be 
made for it. The Board has even fnrnished at the expense of its subscribers 
post cards to be filled up with an order for the list ; and, altogether, an indecoant 
eagerness to push the rcandalous volume into circulation has been manifested. 


Mr, Levirtun says “ people’ were not requested to canvass, bnt that the request 


was only addressed to members of the committees of the Board. Your corres 
pondent, | observe, does not consider mewbers of the committees of the Board of 
Guardians to be “ people.”

upon the mode of presenting to the public statistical returns and reports 
regarding Jewish schools. The reason for thie coarse may be clearer to him 
than it is tome. Jf he will take the tronble to read my letter he will fiad 
that my objection lies against the whole system of publishing partial, and 
therefore, 23 I hold, misleading disclosures on the conditiun of our communal 
schools. It appeared to me that unless, in the case of each achool, exact 
information were given in the maoner and under the various heads roughly 
indicated, nothing but an erroneous jndgment conld be formed from the statistics 
that were nenally supplied ; and I instanced a mode by which, while sach 


information was withheld, it was possible to make the wor-e appear the better 


canee, Mr. Angel assures us, with av acerbity that does not lend any additional 
force to a trothfol statement, that at his school there is no elimination of back- 
ward or compromising popils ; and no one can be more pleased than myself to

afternoon, the presiding warden asked me to remain over Sabbath in order to te 
present at their service and to preach in the synagogue. The notice was short, but 
the summons seemed so sacred that I could not say no. My religious views were 
well known to the warden and congregation before he made that request to me, and 
| they knew them to be views which! hold so sacred that I would not yield one jot of 
that I always protested against what I call congregational or sectarian labels, that 
one synagogue is the same to me as another, and the principles of one congregation 
have no more influence with me than those of another, In my published writings | 
had declared that “religion means union and not separation.” With this know 
of my opinions, I consented to preach, and in that sermon which, unfortanately for 
purposes of quotation, was completely extempore, I dwelt emphatically upon the 
obligation of Jews to show to the outer world that they revere their religion and 
their traditional observances, I remember saying these words: “ you ara notnroner 
Jews so long as you keep your places of business open on the Sabbath day; yon are 


desirable thatthey should be affiliated with one or other of the London congregations, 
As I had been often told that they were wnerthodor. and that the majority of them 
were Reformers” ‘this is a word I dislike) I suggested that, provided they kept the 
Sabbath and the other daties of the Jewish religion, perhaps the Berkeley Street

all onr echools, a fair and equal light will be thrown on them all, and it will 
become unnecessary for the managers of our institnticns to present their 
statistics in euch a manner that they may gain glory at the cost of their 
neighbours. 


The mode in which not only the statistical returns, but also the detailed 


_ reports of H.M.’s Inspectors are communicated to the public, was and is still 


objected to by me. These reports should be printed either in an unabridged 
form or not at all. Here again—thongh I am not conscious of any criminal 
intcntion in making the remark—I assert that there is room for abuse. It is to 
this more particalarly I referred when I wrote that the reports, in the form in 
which they were presented to the pablic, speak cften more for the ingenuity of 
the managers than for the efficiency of their establishments. 


With the bureaucratic spirit which demands the name, age, and address of -| 


an enquirer who from a sense of public duty, asks for reasunable public 
information regarding our public schools, I confess I have little sympathy ; and 
I must therefore leave Mr. Angel for an indefinite period to enjoy by himself

Mr. H. A. ISRAEL asked whether the attention of the Visitation Committee had 
been directed to the cruelties perpetrated upon Jewish inmates of the St. Paul's Indus- 
trial School, and whether any reports of them had been received from the Visitor 
appointed by the Committee 

‘Mr. Lovurs Davipson, Chairman of the Visitation Committee, said that the 
questions of Mr. Israel assumed that cruelties had actua!ly taken place. More 
mischievous questions could not have been put. Articles had béen writien on the 
subject, followed up by sensational letters from the Home Secretary, anxious tc 
obtain cheap popularity. The Jewish visitor was Mr. Van Gelder. The members of 
the Visitation Committee went thoroughly into the matter, and as a result they 
arrived at the opinion embodied in a letter which he wrote to the Zimes; in reply 
to that letter Mr. Bitten made a number of misstatements in a letter addressed to the 
Daily Telegraph. To satisfy himself that the charges were quite unfounded, he 
had personally visited the school, accompanied by Dr. Asher and Mr. Ellis A. 
Franklin, He wrote to the Daily Telegraph giving partioulars, proving that the 
charges of cruelty towards the Jewish boys were unfounded. But his letter hai 
not been published. The boys were not half-starved, nor had they been so cruelly 


-ill-used as had been described. He hoped that if the matter were further tnvesti- 


gated they would be able to prove how unjustified were the charges of cruelty, at 
any rate as far as the Jewish boys were affected. | | 

Mr. H. A IsrAkL (who, to put bimself in order, moved the adjournment of the 
meeting) said that he should certainly pursue the matter further. He had received 
a letter which said that the Jewish boys had been as badly treated as the others. 


- He did not attribute now any blame to the Visitation Committee, 

The CHAIRMAN said he would appeal to Mr. Israel not to interfere as a Jew in’ 
| the matter. The Visitation Committee did all they possibly could to carry out 
conscientiously the duties entrusted to them, and he begged that no memb:r of the 


Council would constitute himself a volunteer committee of investigation. . 

A report of the Executive Committee, upon ana application of the Dalston 
Synagogue to be admitted a constituent of the United Synagogue, was then con- 
sidered. A summary of this report was given in our columns last week, The 


- Committee recommended the Council to adopt the following resolution: “ That the 


Council will cheerfully welcome the adhesion of the Dalston Synagogue to the 
United Synagogue, and is willing to entertain ‘proposals involving a grant of mone 
from the funds of. the United Synagogue towards the erection of the stcponnd 


permanent structure in that district, as soon as adequate support from the publio— 


has been promised, in the manner proposed by the report of the Executive Committee 
presented this evening.” | 

In moving the adoption of the resolution, Mr, Lione. L Couen said that when 
it was found that the synagogue was well attended not only on Festivals, but on 


Sabbaths and week-days too, and that there was a continual, though gradual, — 


increase in the number of the members, it was strongly felt by the Council that. the 
synagogue had proved its title to existence. It redounded to the credit of the commu- 


nity, asit did to that of the United Synagogue, that they had been able to plant offshoots 


in several parts of London.

We publish this week the annual appeal of Mr. Lroxen L. Conn on behalf 
of the Jewish Board ‘of Guardians, We are glad, as hitherto, to give freely 
our space for the advozacy of a Board which does exceptionally useful work.

If the Board 
of Guardians had been guilty of any perversion of the fruits of public benevo- 
lence to interested ends, we could understand and should applaud the with- 
drawing of subscriptions ; but the fault of which the Board has recently been 
guilty is rather a sin against good taste than any graver offence. That a 
marked departure from the ordinary rules which regulate the intercourse 
betiveen individuals of civilized societies has been made does not, in our 
To be “posted” at one’s club is a recognized 
punishment inflicted for well-known offences, but no one is exposed to it 
unless he has submitted himself of free-will to the rules of the club in which 
he is thus rendered infamous, Now, however, the managers of the Board 
of Guardians have, practically, “ posted” a large number of persons who 
never consented that their excellent, but merely human and fallible, organi- 
zation should wield over them this instrument of punishment. Mr. Couen 
suggests that in editing their notorious Black List of non-subscribers the 
Board of Guardians merely meant to indicate, for the private guidance of 
those gentlemen who were willing to act as stewards, the names of members 
of the community ‘who had not hitherto been reached by the Board's appeals. 
This innocence of intention is really the sole excuse for the Board of Guardians; 
a little more worldly wisdom and somewhat less innocence might have enabled 
this body of gentlemen to perceive that they were taking an unwarrant- 
able liberty with the names of other gentlemen who, exercising the right of 
private judgment, chose to belong to other societies and not to theirs, But 
“if,” as Mr, Coen writes, “ mistakes have been made by official carelessness 


in the preparation of a list,” then the Board or its managers owe a frank 
and full apology to those whom they have by negligence incladed in the list. 


They ought to confess their error plainly and not hypothetically, An 
apology which begins with “if” 18 no apology at all. Their duty, indeed,

grants being hnddled op in a fearfally contracted space, where they had suffered 


from sea-sickness, storm, sn inadequate supply of water for drinking purposes 
and the impracticability of washing their scanty supply of ander-clothing, 
fifteen dav« having heen spent in an abortive voyage. A child died when the ship 


arrived at Plymonth from a virulent disease, and before any communication could 


be made to the Jewish authorities, the deceased was buried in the Christian 
cemetery. The family to which the child belonged are il! in the hospital, and 

will be unable to continue the journey for the present. A sum of £5 was 


voted from the congregational funds and a subscription list at once opened.

who came ashore, and underclothing and other necessities for those in 


wantof the same, Daring Thursday and Friday the synagogue house was 
crowded, the Rev. L. Rosenbaum, his wife and household being fully occu- 
pied for several hours serving ont refreshments. The agents of the steam- 
ship company lent their steam-tender early on Satarday morning and the 


emigrants came ashore to attend service, the scene at the synagogue being 


most affecting : an overflow service was held in the adjoining room. Several 
of the refugees were called to the Law and returned thanks for safe delivery 
from the perils of the deep. Afterwards a substantial breakfast was served 
cut to all, several members of the congregation rendering useful service. . 
‘Lhe Rev. A. Lowy, the Secretary of the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
reached Plymouth by Sunday morning, and attended by invitation a meeting 
of the vestry. He epoke at great length on the aima of the Association, and 
gave his hearers the outlines of the emigration schemes now in hand, 
answering also several questions putte him. A hearty vote of thanks was 
accorded th him. 
Mr. Lowy then had interviews with several of the Alliance emigrants 
and gained a deal of information for the nse of the various committees who 


are rendering assistance to our perseented brethren. 


On Tuesday afternoon the Committee after completing their purchases 
went to the “Lessing.” They were conveyed to the vessel by the tender 
“Sir Francis Drake” which had been placed at their disposal gratuitously, 
throngh the kindness of Mr. George, acting for the agents of the company, 
and they brought with them six large bales, 

The Rev. A, Lowy joined the committee, and whilst preparations for 


the distribation of the gilts were in progress, was condacted by the captain 


of the * Lessing” to the hurricane deck, from whence in their vernacular he 
addressed the Jewish emigrants, who stood-on the deck beneath him , and 
many were greatly affected by the tonching words addressed to them. He 
pointed outto them the daties devolving on them now as passengers who had 


gone through the hardships of a protracted yoyage snd who charged them-— 


selves with serious responsibilities whilst becoming settlers in a foreign 


country. Tor the present, whilst they were still on board the ship, they had 


to carry into practice those acts of mutual concession and forbearance by 


_ which persons, crowded together within a narrow compass, have to make each 
other forget the discomforts of the seafarer.. The Russian emigrant was, in 


fact, bound by circumstances to show to others the sympathy which he so 


_ peculiarly claimed forbimeelf. Mr, Lowy reminded his hearers that in seeking 


a new home ina country, the language of which they did not know, they would 


have to give positive proofs of their worth of character, their integrity, their 


assiduity, their adaptability to the customs of the land of their adoption. 


They must, in fact, prove by their unimpeachable moral conduct that they 
had merited a treatment very different from those cruel outrages which drove 


them from the land oftheir birth. The Americans, who held out tothem the 


hand of hospitality, devired that the emigrants in touching for a moment the 


shores of Great Britaii should carry away with them the noble lesson which was 
taught throughout the length and breadth of this country, that “ England 
expects every man to do his duty.” Mr. Lowy gave his hearers many 
practical hints as to the way in which they should evince their appreciation 


donors, and he ‘adyerted to the excellencies of combining outer cleanliness 
with inward purity. His remarks elicited from his hearers the hearty and 
unanimous promise, accompanied by hearty cheering, that they would seek to 


abide by this good parting advice. The captain kindly placed the smoking 


saloon at the disposal of the Committee, who had there arranged all the 
articles intended for distribution. ‘The recipients were drawn up and guc- 
cessively obtained the gilts apportioned to them according to their Bpecial 
requirements, ‘The following articles were allotted : 84 woollen shirte, 60 
cotton singlete, 72 pairs socks, 15 pants, 96 woollen scarves, 36 women’s 
woollen jackets, 122 chemises, 100 yards calico, 72 towels, and a large quantity 
of cotton, thread, needles, combs brushes, soap, toys, &e., &c.

| to recommend the Government to allow the Jews to reside in every part of 


the Empire, and to purchase land for agricultural pursuits. 

A local journal, which is notoriously hostile to the Jews, gives a harrow- 
ing account of some of the incidents which accompanied the expulsion of 
Jews from Orel. No less than 990 families were driven from the town,. 
(where they had lived for a large number of years and where they had been 
born and brought up) exposed, the women and children especially, to the 
severity of the winter. Prior to leaving the town, the men assembled in the 
synagogue, where a touching farewell address was delivered, and. blessiags 
bestowed on them, by the Rabbi. The entire congregation burst into tears 
when the exi'es left the building, bearing with them some of the Scrolls of 


Jewish families lived at Orel or even in the entire Government. 

The expulsions from Orel have been followed up by similar wholesale 
expulsions from Kromonitz, Dubno, Constantine, Vladimir, and Wolmsk of 
all Jews whose residence in those towns dates from a later period than 1858. 
At Kromonitz, which is near.the Austrian frontier, only three days was given 
to the Jews to settle their affairs and to leave the town. The poor people

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SABBATH SCHOOL. 


‘The annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Sabbath School under the - 
_ auspices of the Jewish Asrociation for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge was held 
on Sunday last at the Jews’ Free School, where the Classes meet ; the Rev. A. L. GREEN 


presided at the ceremony, which in former years was held on Sabbaths, The day was 


_ altered principally with the object of afforaing the friends of the Association an 
opportunity of being present at the distribution of prizes, : 


__ After the 117th Pealm had been well sung by the singing class under the direction 


of Miss Lillie Bette, Dr. A, Comey, the house surgeon at the Metropolitan Free Hos- 
pital, who is the honorary superintendent of the Sabbath School, read a report, which | 


stated that the working of the school was still satisfactory. The number of pupils, 
which last year was 560, had steadily increased, the attendance was regular and the 
behaviour of the children most exemplary. The pupils displayed great apuitude and 
alacrity for study, and an idea of their competency might be gained from the fact 


that so many of them had obtained prizes, The teaching staff consisted of 21 ladies’ 
and gentlemen, the former being in the majority, all of whom gave their services — 
_ gratuitously, Tho report concluded with a warm recognition of the value of the. 


gervices rendered by the teachers. 


He said : One association of the building in which we have met to-day, carries with 
it a feeling of regret at the loss of one man in our community who, fi‘ty years ago, 


conducted a Sabbath School in this building, a man who was your friend, my friend 


and the friend of every Jew,a man who strove during his long and useful life to cast 


honour on the community to which be belonged. I refer to the late Henry N. Solo- 


mon; who was one of the founders and the first Head-Master of the Jews’ Free School. 


I hope you children will never forget a name so sacred in the traditions of our English 
Jewish community. And now having paid our affectionate respect to this great,man, - 


let me turn to the object of the present meeting. In the first place you children 
wish me to speak on your behalf to those ladies and gentlemen who devote their 
spare time on the Sabbath by giving to yeu the benefit of their energy and their 
zeal. First of all you wish me to say to Dr. Cohen how grateful you are to him for 
the deep and affectionate interest which he takes in your welfare. Like most of the 
great men in our past history, Dr. Cohen tries during six days of the week to cure the 
body, and on‘ the Sabbath he endeavours to promote the health of the mind and the 


’ soul. Your next wish is to thank those who assist him. or who allow him to assist 


them in the splendid work in which he and they are engaged. In our history, mar- 
vellous as it is, the Jewish woman has ever been the central figure in intelligence and 
zeal, It was a Jewish woman who adorned her home, it wes a Jewish woman who 
inspired her children with love for our race and with veneration for our history. 
The Jewish girls who assemble here as teachers are, therefore, eminently carrying out 
the traditions of our race, by adding respect to its name and honour to the cause they 


serve. Of the gentlemen, I would say that their work here emulates, if it does not | 


excel, the best work done by our Chazonim and our preachers, for whilst the latter 
have to sing and preach to men whose habits are already formed, the former, those 
able workers in the vineyard of the Lord, are training for our synagogues faithful 
and earnest worshippers. Lastly, you wish me to thank Mr. Nathan Joseph, one. of 
the founders of the Association happily still among us, and also Mr. Henry Kisch, its 
honorary secretary, who gives his intelligent interest to promote this great movement. 
Having thus discharged our duty towards our friends, I will refer to some other 
topics of great importance both to the young and the old. It is true that the 
doctrine of tolerance is being generally preached on all sides. Yet in this 
age, when we Jews hoped to find perfect rest and equality, and freedom from 
persecution, there still exists, unfortunately for ourselves, but a greater mis- 
fortune for the age in which we live, a vast amount of prejudice against 
us. Weare told by our enemies that our race is sordid and avaricious, and that 
therefore we are disliked by those among whom we reside. It is not to be denied 
that there are a few among us, a very few I am glad to say, fewer than in any other 
community, whose dealings are not perfectly honest, who think in their stupid 


- ignorance that it is wicked to wrong a Jew, but not so wicked if the victim is not: of 


their own faith. This is a wickedness which finds no home in our religion. Our 
sacred Law condemns it, and it is gven stated by our sages that a Jew who cheats a 
non-Jew is so wicked that, whilst the great Yom Kippur atones for almost every sin, 
this particular one cannot be atoned for except by death, for not only is ita disgrace 
to himself but also tothe religion of which he isa member. If the enormity of this 
sin is only instilled into your minds by your teachers, they will have performed a 
great work which will entitle them to our lasting gratitude. After condemning the 
prevalent relaxation in the observance of Jewish customs and ceremonies which kept 
our fathers together, the reverend gentlemen continued: It is therefore essential that 
tome portion of the Sabbath day should be devoted to teaching Hebrew—that silver 
cord which binds our national institutions together—to our children, and to keep 
alive among them the traditions of our glorious past. If it be urged tiat we have 


- Jewish schools, I would answer that the requirements of the time are so great, be 


our schools under Government or not, that what our children have to learn in six 
days is so enormous, that the teaching of Hebrew and religion is virtually crowded 


_ out, with the best intentions of the master and of every one among the teachers, 


In this great national school, no one is more zealous for our religion than its Presi- 
dent, Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild, or its Head Master, Mr, Moses Angel, who has so 
greatly changed education for the better. I therefore hope to see in connection with 
every synagogue worthy of its name the institution of a Sabbath School. I say, 
advisedly, a Sabbath School, for all such schools should be held on the Sabbath and 
on no other day in the week. There is only left for me now to make an earnest 


appeal for material support to carry out the work for which we are pledged, and to: | 
_. tender our thanks to the Executive of the Jews’ Free School and to its Head Master, 
whois not only a friend to our Sabbath Schoo), but who has striven his best to further | 
its interests. I hope to meet you children here next year and for many years to come, | 
and to find thatin course of time you will grow up to confer honour and distinction

Here another crowd was gathered, and the attack recommenced 
with unabated vigour, Mdlle, Sarah Bernhardt, with admirable presence of mind,

with the Jewess! She has given us false diamonds, Out with her, or we shall. 


smash everything!"’ The actress, who had quickly recovered from her swoon, 
laughed gaily, exclaiming, “ Do these gentry think that lam going to cast pearls 
before swine?" Quiet was not restored till past midnight, and a number of arrests 
were made. The troops occupied the houses of the wealthier Hebrews, to defend 
them from aggression, and patrols promenaded the streets inhabited by the Jews all 


through the night Nevertheless, many excesses were committed, and several shops 


were wrecked, including that of Solomon Bernhard, who was believed by the crowd 
to be a relative of the actress. Through the night Mdlle, Sarah Bernhardt never 
closed her eyes, and in the morning she was found in such a state of nervous 
excitement that she could not utter a word. Itis not improbable that one of the 
causes which led to this outrage was the announcement, reproduced in our issue of 
the 25th ult., that Mdlle. Bernhardt intended to devote the proceeds of her engage- 
ment at St Petersburg to the fund for promoting the emigration of Jews from 
Russia, 

NINILISM AND JUDXOPHOBIA.—The apparent cessation of activity on the part 
of the Nihilists in Russia is not to be explained, the Morning Post of Monday last 


contends, by the success of the new measures of repression or a consequent loss of | 


spirit on the part of the revolutionists. ‘In our jndgment, lack of opportunity 
sufficiently accounts for their seeming inactivity ; but there is another explanation 
which is well worthy of attention on more than one ground, It is somewhat curious 


that the apparent apathy of the Nikilists is contemporaneous with the recent develop: . 


ment of the anti-Semitic movement in Russia, The mutual relations apparently 
established between these two vindictive crusades—the one against the Government, 
the other against the Jews—certainly deserve notice. Is it possible that in Russia 
the encouragement of Jew-baiting tends to diminish Government baiting, and are 
the advisers of the Czar acting upon this supposition? On the face of it there is 
nothing improbable in the idea, When people are almost hunted to death by fero- 
cious animals, they sometimes seek saféty in the sacrifice of the weakest. members of 
the party. The Ruesian Government have more than once seemed to adopt an expe- 
dient of this sort for diverting from themselves the attention of the ravening wolves 
of revolution, To imagine them as giving over the unhappy Jews to be worried by 
the savage populace in order to divert the latter from the attractive doctrines and 
the dangerous pursuits of Nihili*m, cannot therefore be said to do violence to proba- 
bility. While the Russian Government disavows any participation in the anti Jewish 
crusade, the various branches of the Executive are allowed to persecute the Jews at 
will. Obsolete laws have been invested. with new activity in order that Judwophobia 
may have full swing. It is estimated that by means of one of these laws more than 
a hundred thousand Jewish families have just been ruined, owing to the prohibitive 
restrictions placed on their trading. Thousands of others are at this moment home- 
less through the revival of laws which forbid their settling in certain parts of Russia, 
Several enactments have recently been passed which practically exulude the Jewish 
youth in Kussia from such facilities for acquiring knowledge as have hitherto been 
theirs. Legal persecution of this sort is bad enough, but the unhappy Jews have 
been subjected to iliegal barbarities a thousand-fold in character. U nder these 
circumstances, it is not surprising that many persons who are the reverse of Russo- 
phobists, should seein this new development of Judmophobia the hand of the Russian 
Government, and should believe that the Emperor Alexander is seeking to protect 


his dynasty from the revolutionists by allowing them to exercise their savagery on —

There was at one time great enmity against Dr. kes 
amongst the orthodox Jews of Hamburg. Dr. Kéa had set himself the task of 
eradicating all habits. of an obnvxions character among his pupils. The efforts: 
were regarded by some as an attempt to destroy Julaism. Bat this was indeed 
an erroneousidea. His sole object was to develop all the nobler sentiments and 
characteristics, and to destroy that which he called the E/bstrassenthum which 
might best be rendered by the word ‘‘Pettycoat Lanism,” since many of the children 
coming from the lower classes of the Jewish commuuity of Hamburg, they were 
often not without those not very engagiog peculiarities, actions aod doings, to 
which we are here likewise no strangers, and to remove whichis decidedly a deside- 
ratun. Well, their suppression was his aim, but not the destruction of 
Judaism. He wished all Jews to be in every respect equal to their fellow- 
men. He also worked hard for tecuring to Jewish children the apprenticeship 
to various trades, which religious iotolerance had up to that time closed to 
them ; amongst those trates were those of masons, carpenters, juiners, and 
other handicrafts. In these his efforts he was. eveotually, and after 


much labour, saccessful, although soon afterwards the fences which had 


previously existed agaiost Israelites broke down altogether with the total 
abolition of the guilds Dr. Rée fu'filled the daties of bis calling with unswerv- 
ing devotion, so much so, that although shortly after his marriage with his first 
wife, a Jewess from Lissa, he was attacked. by a serious and painful ailment in 
one of bis legs, from which he only recovered with the loss of the proper usage 
of his leg, so that he limps, he nevertheless attended the classes without intet- 
ruption, such was the fortitnde of his will. His political career commenced 
with the turbulent time of 1848. As a member of the Constituent Assembly of

[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 
PARIS, NOVEMBER 20TH, 1881, 


: The month of November is at Paris the month of the dead, the month when 
_ the Parisian cemeteries receive a large number of visitors, when non-Jewish 


and sometines even Jewish tombs are decorated with floral emblems that 
adorn with their passing beauty aud ephemeral odour those shaded alleys which 
the December wind is about to cover with leaves more dead than the beloved 
persons whose graves they contain, for the leaf returns to the earth because it

Paris is a city where a common 


modus vivendi is from day to day becoming wore frequent and where the asylum 
of the dead may soon, according to the new legislation, be claimed by all with 


Let us then devote a brief chronique to the dead, a sad subject enough if

certain questions on which I shall have to treat, especially in referring to the 
defunct ministry just replaced by the Gambetta Cabinet, which in its turn will 


one day have to give way to another body of ministers, and go on through all | 


ages, 
It was a decree of the Convention dated the 14th Prairial, Year VIII , which 
ordered the establishment of three large places of sepulture for the people of 


Paris. These asylums of the dead were to be situated in the North, the East and. 


the South of the city beyond the octroi wall. Each religious body according to 
this decree, was to have in these cemeteries a Separate poition, and a special 
entrance for the burial of the dead. 

The cemetery in the East was the first to be opened. It was established on 
ground surrounding a Jesuit convent, in which there resided the famous Pére 
La Chaise, confeesor to King Louis XLV. Hence this ceme tery, which is situated 
in the former commune of Charonne (now annexed to Paris) still bears the name 
of Pere La Chaise. In its north-eastern portion it is traversed by the Ceinture 


Railway, the passage of which necessitated the construciion of two tunnels. 


beneath the resting place of the dead. These are odd constructions, for here it 


1s not the dead whom one treads under foot, but the living on whose heads we may 


fall, as was the case when one of the tunnels gave way in 1875. The cemetery 
of Pére La Chaise is the last abode of the aristocracy. All the families of the 
nobility and of the great financiers have here their vanits. It is situated on a 
slope, and is on the summit of the butte which on the 28:h M ay, 1881, witnessed 


the last struggle of the insurgents of the Commune against the regular army of ° 


Versailles. A broken column marks the place where the rebels fell at the foot 
of their barricade, which was formed of gravestones. Qu the left at the 
entrance gate stands the moauwent erected in memory of the Generale Lecomte 
and Thomas, the two victims of the first bourof the Commune. A little lower 


down on the opposite side is the principal entrance to the Jewish cemetery. 


The firet tomb which meets the eye on the right, is that of Rachel. A diadem 


is eculptured On the frout of the structure, for it was a queen who was carried 
to her last resting place on the 9ch January, 1858—a queen by art, a queen by | 
genius, whose remaine were followed by a great crowd of courtisrs. Facing this — 


monument of a queen is the family vault of the kings of finance, the Rothschilds, 
whicn death has recently opened in 80 premature a wanner. Opposite the 
entrance is the monument of the Foulds. In the midst of the immense number 
of unknown dead, unkuown perhaps, as far as English Jews are concerned, is 
the grave of Marchand Cinnery, who was Grand Rabbi of the Central Consistory,. 

‘he cemetery in the north, located on the western side of the Butte Mont- 


martre, contains the tombs of Moise Millaud, the vulgariser of the press, the | 


friend of Lamartine, and the founder of the Petit Journal, of Halévy the com- 
poser, Salvador and of the bankers Caben d’Anvers and Pereire. _ | 
‘The cemetery in the south at Montparnasse, is situated on the left bank of 


the Seine, between the former commune of Montrouge, now joined to Paris and 


the plain of Grenelle. Here are the tombs of the venerable Grand Rabbi 
Ulmann, of Munk, Ciémieux, Albert Cobn and otber celebrities. Paris also 
possesses two other cemeteries, one at St Quen, the other at Ivry. In the latter 
only Jewish interments take place, but they are not of frequent occurreace, 
Death is every where a sad event, but expecially so at Paris, where ite severity 
is augwented by that sore, uvknown in smaller places, which is called the fosse 
commune. The “common grave” is the bed of the poor, it is the last abode of 
the proletarian, If, when the time of payment comes round, the money is not 


depo: ited with the Administration, the corpse is removed from its grave, Dura 
lex sed lex. Its eternal rest is disturbed, the bones are placed iv a cart and 


lowered ipto the common grave, and a new corpse is put into the vacant grave 


to remain there for three or four years. In order to remedy this sad state of. 
_ things, Paris possesses three Hebras, whose object it is to insure a permanent — 
- place of sepulture for their members, The Society “ Repos Eterncl” pays to | 


the city a fixed sum of 530 francs for two square metres of surface, which 


_ permit of the construction of a vault capable of containing 18 compartments, in. 
_. depth. The masonry costs, in addition, 60 francs per compartment, so that 
_ the’ price of each case (as they are called in French) is 60 francs. The society 
_ Charges 100 francs for an interment, but it frequently grants free burials when 
such a course is justified by the honourable character of the deceased or by

be a long time before justice will unravel the mystery. It has neither witnesses, — 
‘nor correspondence, nor the gossip of neighbours, to aid it in its investigations. — 
On the other hand, the police are very circumspect with regard to their inquiries, 


and they allow absolutely nothing to transpire of the discoveries which th 
believe they have made. In my hamble opinion, the victim will not be avenged 


for some time to come, perhaps uever ; and go this tragedy way for over remain 


an impenetrable mystery.

being. I may at once refer to the instance of the country just named. and inquire 
whether it is not notorious that Spain even to this day suffers from the loss of the 
intelligence, mechanical skill, and general resources of its Jewish subjects, Hence 
those statesmen most solicitous for its welfare are now promoting the re-introduction 
of the Hebrew element into the Peninsula. It is quite true that our people abound 
in Hungary. But we have yet to learn that the Transleithan monarchy is in a state 
of wretchedness caused by its Jewish inhabitants. On the contrary, Franz von Léher 
states that, without them, landed property would be entirely depreciated in value and 
industry paralysed. Ireland, unhappily, cannot be described as one of the soundest 
and healthiest of communities, yet it numbers very. few Jews—fewer than Scotland, 
Holland is passed over in discreet silence ; yet in this prosperous and well-ordered 
country the Jews bear as large a proportion to the general population as in Germany, 
These instances will surely suffice to show that the proposition laid down by Mr, 
Goldwin Smith is a glaring illustration of the logical fallacy, non causa pro causa,’ 
Then follows an admirable passage giving in a very short compass a thorough — 
exposé of the Judenhetze :

In this connection he could not omit to mention the name 
of the lamented Leonard Montefiore, who had frequently addressed them, and whose 
good work generally, and his noble aspirations, could never be fully estimated, Mr, 
Simon then dwelt upon the duty every Jew owed to himself, his religion, and his 
community, to be true to them, and to strive to gain for them increased respect, and 
to always bear in mind the grand truth of Scripture, ‘’ Not by bread alone shall man 


live.’ Every Jew and Jewess was bound to work in the great cause of disseminating © 


the principles of the Jewish religion. On the proposition of the Chairman, a hearty 
vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Simon for his interesting address. |
